10/699,699 (when it should have been 10/699,669). As a result, the second IDS was 
erroneously filed in the present application. 

When the Examiner received the second IDS that was erroneously filed in the 
present application, he proceeded to change Applicants' attorney's docket number, the 
application number, and Applicants' name on the associated PTO-1449 Form, and 
indicated his consideration of the documents listed therein. 

Applicant respectfully requests that the second IDS, identified above, be 
expunged from the application file. Applicant respectfully submits that expungement of 
the second IDS is appropriate, as it was incorrectly filed in the present application due 
to a clerical error. Applicant respectfully submits that the Examiner should have brought 
this error to Applicant's attention when the Examiner considered the second IDS, as the 
Examiner noticed the discrepancy between the Attorney Docket Number and Applicant 
name listed on the PTO-1449 Form of the second IDS, and those of the present 
application, and incorrectly changed the Attorney Docket Number and Applicant name 
listed on the PTO-1449 Form to that of the present application. 

Applicant also submits that the clerk at the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office 
should have noted the discrepancy between the application number, Applicant name,
